RESTRICTIONS    ON    THE    SALE    OF  SPECIFIED 
CANNED  FISH  AND  CANNED  SHELLFISH 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in 
me  by  Executive  Order  No.  9280,  dated 
December  5,  1942,  and  in  order  to  assure 
an  adequate  supply  and  efficient  dis- 
tribution of  canned  fish  and  canned 
shellfish  to  meet  war  and  essential  civil- 
ian needs,  It  is  hereby  ordered,  As  fol- 
lows: 

§  1465.20  Allocation  and  restriction 
on  sales  of  1943  pack  of  canned  fish  and 
canned  shellfish — (a)  Definitions.  When 
used  in  this  order,  unless  otherwise  dis- 
tinctly expressed  or  manifestly  incom- 
patible with  the  intent  thereof: 

(1)  The  term  "canner"  means  any  per- 
son engaged  in  the  business  of  canning 
fish  or  canning  shellfish  in  hermetically 
sealed  metal  or  glass  containers  and 
sterilizing  the  same  by  the  use  of  heat. 

(2)  The  term  "person"  means  any  in- 
dividual, partnership,  corporation,  asso- 
ciation, or  other  business  entity. 

(3)  The  term  "pack"  means  the  total 
amount,  by  net  weight,  of  all  grades  of 
fish  and  shellfish  enumerated  in  groups 
1  to  9,  inclusive,  in  (b)  (1)  hereof,  packed 
by  any  canner  during  the  period  from 
April  1,  1943,  to  February  29,  1944,  in- 
clusive. 

(4)  The  term  "Director"  means  the 
Director  of  Food  Distribution,  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture,  or  any 
employee  of  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  designated  by  the 
Director. 

(5)  The  term  "governmental  agency" 
means  the  Food  Distribution  Adminis- 
tration or  any  other  agency  or  instru- 
mentality of  the  United  States  desig- 
nated by  the  Director. 

(6)  The  term  "delivery  to  govern- 
mental agencies"  means  the  transfer  of 
title  of  the  canned  fish  or  canned  shell- 
fish to  any  governmental  agency;  and 
such  delivery  may  be  evidenced  by  exe- 
cution of  bill  of  lading,  receipt,  or  other 
document  acceptable  to  the  Director  or 
the  designated  governmental  agency. 

(b)  Restrictions  on  canners.  (1)  No 
canner  after  April  1,  1943,  may  sell  or 
deliver  any  part  of  his  pack  of  the  fish 
and  shellfish,  enumerated  in  this  para- 
graph, packed  by  the  respective  canner 
at  any  time  from  April  1,  1943,  to  Feb- 
ruary 29,  1944,  inclusive,  except  as  per- 
mitted by  the  provisions  of  this  order. 


The  fish  and  shellfish,  included  in  this 
order,  are,  by  groups,  as  follows: 

Group  1 — Salmon:  Red,  sockeye  or  blue- 
back  (Oncorhynchus  nerka);  Pink  (Oncor- 
hynchus gorbuscha);  Silver,  silverside,  me- 
dium red,  or  coho  (Oncorhynchus  kUutch); 
Chum  or  keta  (Oncorhynchus  keta);  King, 
Chinook  or  spring  (Oncorhynchus  tschawyts- 
cha);  Steelhead,  or  steelhead  trout  (Salmo 
irideus  and  S.  Clarki,  sometimes  called  S. 
Gairdneri) . 

Group  2 — Pilchard:  Sardinia  caerulea,  by 
whatever  name  known,  including  sardines. 

Group  3 — Sea  herring:  Atlantic  (Clupea 
harengus) ,  by  whatever  name  known,  includ- 
ing sardines. 

Group  4 — Mackerel:  Atlantic  (Scomber 
scombrus) ;  Pacific  (Pneumatorphorus  Ja- 
ponicus  diego). 

Group  5 — Horse  mackerel:  Pacific  (Tra- 
churus  symmetricus) . 

Group  6 — Shrimp:  (Peneus  setiferus  and 
Peneus  brasiliensis) . 

Group  7 — Tuna:  Albacore,  or  white-meat 
(Germo  alalunga) ;  Yellowfin,  or  light-meat 
(Neothunnus  macropterus ) ;  Skip  jack,  or 
striped  (Katsuwonus  pelamis,  sometimes 
called  Euthynnus  pelamis) ;  Bluefin,  or  leap- 
ing (Thunnus  thynnus,  sometimes  called 
Thunnus  saliens) . 

Group  8 — Yellcwtail:  (Seriola  dorsalis). 

Group  9 — Bonito:  (Sarda  chiliensis). 

(2)  Each  canner  may  deliver  to  gov- 
ernmental agencies  the  quotas,  but  not 
in  excess  of  such  quotas  specified  in  (b) 
(3)  hereof,  of  the  canned  fish  and  canned 
shellfish,  listed  in  (b)  (1)  hereof,  packed 
at  any  time  by  such  canner  during  the 
period  from  April  1,  1943,  to  February 
29,  1944,  inclusive. 

(3)  The  following  percentages  by  net 
weight  are  hereby  established  as  each 
canner's  quota  percentages  for  sale  to 
governmental  agencies,  of  his  pack  of 
each  species  of  fish  and  shellfish  enumer- 
ated, by  groups,  in  (b)  Q)  hereof, 
packed  by  such  canner: 

55  percent  of  each  of  the  groups  1  to  6, 
inclusive;  and  60  percent  of  each  of  the 
groups  7  to  9,  inclusive. 

(4)  The  Food  Distribution  Adminis- 
tration is  hereby  allocated  the  quanti- 
ties prescribed  in  (b)  (3)  of  this  order, 
and  authorized  to  purchase,  for  govern- 
mental requirements,  those  quantities, 
designated  as  each  canner's  quota,  and 
such  other  and  further  quantities  as 
may  be  allocated  to  it  from  time  to  time. 

(5)  Any  canner  who,  during  any  pe- 
riod from  April  1,  1943,  to  February  29, 
1944,  inclusive,  has  delivered  to  govern- 
mental agencies  the  quota  of  his  pack, 
stated  in  (b>  (3)  hereof,  of  any  species 
of  any  group  of  canned  fish  and  canned 


shellfish  listed  in  (b)  (1)  hereof,  may 
deliver  to  persons  other  than  govern- 
mental agencies  the  remainder  of  his 
pack  of  such  species,  packed  in  that 
period;  and  such  remainder  of  the  pack 
may  be  delivered  by  such  canner  in  ad- 
vance of  delivery  of  his  quota  to  govern- 
mental agencies  if  so  authorized  by  the 
Director. 

(6)  The  Director  may  issue  specifica- 
tions at  any  time  as  to  the  packing  of 
the  canned  fish  or  canned  shellfish,  the 
containers,  container  treatment,  can 
marking,  labeling,  boxing,  and  strapping 
in  connection  therewith,  or  he  may  au- 
thorize any  governmental  agency  to 
issue  such  specifications.  Any  person 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  order 
shall  comply  with  any  such  specifica- 
tion, issued  by  the  Director  or  author- 
ized governmental  agency,  applicable  to 
the  canned  fish  or  canned  shellfish  proc- 
essed by  such  person. 

(c)  Inspection  and  grading.  Any 
canned  fish  and  canned  shellfish  re- 
quired to  be  set  aside  under  this  order 
shall  be  subject  to  inspection  and  grad-v, 
ing  at  any  time  by  the  Director  or  any 
governmental  agency. 

(d)  Records  and  reports.  Every  per- 
son subject  to  this  order  shall  maintain 
such  records  for  at  least  two  years  (or 
for  such  other  periods  of  time  as  the 
Director  may  designate) ,  and  shall  exe- 
cute and  file  such  reports  upon  such 
forms  and  submit  such  information  as 
the  Director  may  from  time  to  time  re- 
quest or  direct,  and  within  such  times 
as  he  may  prescribe,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget,  pur- 
suant to  the  Federal  Reports  Act  of  1942. 

(e)  Audits  and  inspections.  Every 
person  subject  to  this  order  shall,  upon 
request,  permit  inspections  by  the  Direc- 
tor, at  all  reasonable  times,  of  his  stocks 
of  canned  fish  and  canned  shellfish  and 
premises  used  in  his  business,  and  all  of 
his  books,  records,  and  accounts  shall, 
upon  request,  be  submitted  to  audit  and 
inspection  by  the  Director. 

(f)  Applicability  of  order.  Any  per- 
son doing  business  in  one  or  more  of  the 
48  States,  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  the 
Territory  of  Alaska,  is  subject  to  the 
provisions  hereof,  but  the  provisions- 
hereof  shall  not  apply  to  any  person  do- 
ing business  in  any  other  Territory  or 
Possession  of  the  United  States  with 
respect  to  such  business. 

(g)  Violations.  Any  person  who  wil- 
fully violates  any  provision  of  this  order 
or  who  by  any  act  or  omission  falsifies 
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records  to  be  kept  or  information  to  be 
furnished  pursuant  to  this  order  or  wil- 
fully conceals  a  material  fact  concern- 
ing a  matter  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
any  Department  or  agency  of  the  United 
States  may  be  prohibited  from  receiving 
or  making  further  deliveries  of  any  ma- 
terial subject  to  allocation;  and  such 
further  action  may  be  taken  against  him 
as  the  Director  deems  appropriate,  in- 
cluding recommendations  for  prosecu- 
tion under  section  35a  of  the  Criminal 
Code  (18  U.S.C.  1940  ed.  80) ,  under  para- 
graph 5  of  section  301  of  Title  III  of  the 


Second  War  Powers  Act,  and  under  any 
and  all  other  applicable  laws. 

(h)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  herewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  and  un- 
reasonable hardship  on  him  may  petition 
in  writing  (in  triplicate)  for  relief  to  the 
Director,  setting  forth  all  pertinent 
facts  and  the  nature  of  the  relief  sought. 
The  Director  may  thereupon  take  such 
action  as  he  deems  appropriate,  and 
such  action  shall  be  final. 

(i)  Communications  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture.    All  reports  re- 


quired to  be  filed  hereunder  and  all  com- 
munications concerning  this  order  shall, 
unless  otherwise  directed,  be  addressed 
to:  Director  of  Pood  Distribution,  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture,  Wash- 
ington, D.  C.   Ref.

Press  Release,  Immediate: 
April  2,  1943. 

The  amount  of  canned  fish  available 
to  civilians  from  the  1943  pack  should  be 
somewhat  larger  than  from  last  year's 
pack,  since  Government  requirements  are 
being  adjusted  to  secure  a  more  equitable 
distribution  between  Government  and 
civilian  needs.  This  action  was  an- 
nounced today  in  Food  Distribution  Or- 
der No.  44,  issued  by  the  Department  of 
Agriculture. 

Due  to  a  smaller  carry-over  of  canned 
fish  in  1943,  however,  the  per  capita  sup- 
ply for  this*  year  may  be  about  three- 
fourths  of  the  1942  civilian  consumption. 

Government  requirements  for  canned 
salmon,  pilchards,  mackerel,  and  Atlantic 
sea  herring  are  reduced  to  55  percent  of 
a  canner's  pack  for  the  period  April  1, 
1943,  through  February  29,  1944,  com- 
pared to  60  percent  for  salmon  in  previ- 


ous months,  and  80  percent  for  pilchards, 
mackerel,  and  Atlantic  sea  herring. 

The  order  for  the  first  time  placed 
Government  reservations  on  canned 
shrimp  and  horse  mackerel,  55  percent 
of  which  must  be  set  aside  between  April 
1,  1943,  and  February  29,  1944;  and  on 
canned  tuna,  bonito  and  yellowtail,  60 
percent  of  which  must  be  set  aside. 

Otherwise,  the  new  order  continues  in 
effect  all  provisions  of  Food  Distribution 
Order  No.  23  and  Amendment  No.  1,  is- 
sued on  February  18  and  February  27, 
1943,  respectively.  These  orders  are  ad- 
ministered by  the  Food  Distribution  Ad- 
ministration. 

Since  it  is  difficult  to  determine  in  ad- 
vance the  exact  size  of  a  canned  fish 
pack,  the  additional  species — tuna,  bo- 
nito and  yellowtail,  horse  mackerel  and 
shrimp — were  placed  under  reservation 
in  order  to  assure  Government  require- 
ments being  met,  officials  said.  Canned 


fish  reserved  by  the  Government  are 
allocated  for  the  Armed  Forces,  for  Lend- 
Lease,  and  for  other  Government  needs. 

Also,  the  addition  to  the  reservation 
list  of  such  war-important  seafoods  as 
tuna  and  shrimp  will  make  it  possible  to 
release  to  civilians  a  greater  quantity  of 
some  other  varieties  and  at  least  a  por- 
tion of  all  principal  packs,  and  still  meet 
Government  requirements. 

The  quantities  of  1943-pack  canned 
fish  which  will  be  available  to  civilians 
under  the  order  are  estimated  as  follows: 
salmon,  130  million  pounds,  pilchards,  81 
million  pounds;  Atlantic  sea  herring  in- 
cluding sardines,  29  million  pounds ;  tuna, 
bonito  and  yellowtail.  21  million  pounds; 
shrimp,  6  million  pounds;  and  smaller 
quantities  of  other  varieties. 

Officials  said  these  quantities  are  based 
on  conservation  estimates  of  the  1943 
pack,  and  may  be  increased  as  the  season 
progresses.

Not  less  than  54  percent  and  not  more 
than  56  percent  of  each  of  the  species  of 
group  1  packed  at  any  time  from  April  1, 
1943.  to  February  29,  1944,  inclusive;  not  less 
than  54  percent  and  not  more  than  56  per- 
cent of  each  of  the  groups  of  fish  or  shell- 
fish listed  in  groups  2  to  6,  inclusive,  packed 
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may  be  delivered  by  such  canner  in  ad- 
vance of  delivery  of  his  quota  to  govern- 
mental agencies,  if  so  authorized  by  the 
Director. 

(6)  The  Director  may  issue  specifica- 
tions at  any  time  as  to  the  packing  of  the 
canned  fish  or  canned  shellfish,  the  con- 
tainers, container  treatment,  can  mark- 
ing, labeling,  boxing,  and  strapping  in 
connection  therewith,  or  he  may  author- 
ize any  governmental  agency  to  issue 
such  specifications.  Any  person  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  this  order  shall  com- 
ply with  any  such  specification,  issued  by 
the  Director  or  authorized  governmental 
agency,  applicable  to  the  canned  fish  or 
canned  shellfish  processed  by  such 
person. 

(c)  Inspection  and  grading.  Any 
canned  fish  or  canned  shellfish  required 
to  be  set  aside  under  this  order  shall  be 
subject  to  inspection  and  grading  at  any 
time  by  the  Director  or  any  governmental 
agency  designated  by  him. 

(d)  Records  and  reports.  The  Direc- 
tor shall  be  entitled  to  obtain  such  in- 
formation from,  and  require  such  re- 
ports and  the  keeping  of  such  records 
by,  any  person,  as  maj  be  necessary  or 
appropriate,  in  his  discretion,  to  the  en- 
forcement or  administration  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  order,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  pur- 
suant to  the  Federal  Reports  Act  of  1942. 

(e)  Audits  and  inspections.   The  Di- 
rector shall  be  entitled  to  make  such* 
audit  or  inspection  of  the  books,  records, 
and  other  writings,  premises  or  stocks  of 
canned  fish  or  canned  shellfish  of  any 
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person,  and  to  make  such  investigations, 
as  may  be  necessary  or  appropriate,  in 
his  discretion,  to  the  enforcement  or  ad- 
ministration of  the  provisions  of  this 
order. 

(f)  Applicability  of  order.  Any  per- 
son doing  business  in  one  or  more  of  the 
48  States,  the  District  of  Columbia,  or 
the  Territory  of  Alaska,  is  subject  to  the 
provisions  hereof,  but  the  provisions 
hereof  shall  not  apply  to  any  person 
doing  business  in  any  other  Territory  or 
Possession  of  the  United  States  with 
respect  to  such  business. 

(g)  Violations.  The  War  Food  Ad- 
ministrator may,  by  suspension  order, 
prohibit  any  person  who  violates  any 
provision  of  this  order  from  receiving, 
making  any  deliveries  of,  or  using  canned 
fish  or  canned  shellfish,  or  any  other 
material  subject  to  priority  or  alloca- 
tion control  by  the  War  Food  Admin- 
istrator and  may  recommend  that  any 
such  person  be  prohibited  from  receiv- 
ing, making  any  deliveries  of,  or  using 


materials  subject  to  the  priority  or  allo- 
cation control  of  other  government 
agencies.  In  addition,  any  person  who 
wilfully  violates  any  provision  of  this 
order  is  guilty  of  a  crime  and  may  be 
prosecuted  under  any  and  all  applicable 
laws.  Further,  civil  action  may  be  in- 
stituted to  enforce  any  liability  or  duty 
created  by,  or  to  enjoin  any  violation  of. 
any  provision  of  this  order. 

(h)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  herewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  and  unrea- 
sonable hardship  on  him  may  apply  in 
writing  for  relief  to  the  Director,  setting 
forth  in  such  petition  all  pertinent  facts 
and  the  nature  of  the  relief  sought.  The 
Director  may  thereupon  take  such  ac- 
tion as  he  deems  appropriate,  which 
action  shall  be  final. 

(i)  Communications.  All  reports  re- 
quired to  be  filed  hereunder  and  all  com- 
munications concerning  this  order  shall, 


unless  instructions  to  the  contrary  are 
issued  by  the  Director,  be  addressed  to 
the  Director  of  Food  Distribution, 
United  States  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture, Washington,  D.  C.   Ref.  FD-44. 

(j)  Previous  requirements  continued 
in  effect.  With  respect  to  violations  of 
Food  Distribution  Order  No.  44,  rights 
accrued,  or  liabilities  incurred  prior  to 
the  effective  time  of  this  amendment, 
said  Food  Distribution  Order  No.  44  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  in  full  force  and  effect 
for  the  purpose  of  sustaining  any  proper 
suit,  action,  or  other  proceeding  with 
respect  to  any  such  violation,  right  or 
liability. 

(k)  Effective  date.    This  order  shall 
become  effective  at  12:01  a.  m.  e  w  t 
June  28,  1943.

Press- Release  Immediate: 
Monday,  June  28,  1943. 

The  War  Food  Administration  today 
announced  that  the  entire  production  of 
canned  tuna  and  tunalike  fishes  packed 
after  June  27  will  be  available  for  U.  S. 
civilian  consumers. 

That  part  of  the  canned  fish  reserva- 
tion order— Food  Distribution  Order  44 
which  required  packers  to  reserve  60  per- 
cent of  the  1943  pack  of  canned  tuna, 
bonito  and  yellowtail— has  been  removed, 
effective  Monday,  June  28.  This  will 
mean  an  increase  of  about  25,000,000 
pounds  in  the  quantity  of  these  canned 
fish  available  to  civilian  consumers  from 
the  1943  pack. 

Government  reservation  of  substantial 
percentages  of  other  leading  varieties  of 


canned  fish,  however,  such  as  salmon, 
sardines,  mackerel  and  shrimp,  continues 
in  effect.  Officials  emphasized  that  up 
to  and  including  June  27  packers  must 
continue  to  reserve  the  required  per- 
centage of  tuna  and  tunalike  fishes. 

FDO  44  also  was  amended  in  other 
respects.  The  term  "canner"  is  rede- 
fined to  mean  the  firm  or  person  who  is 
the  first  owner  of  the  canned  fish  or 
shellfish,  and  places  on  such  firm  or 
person  the  responsibility  of  making  the 
required  delivery  to  the  Government. 
This  eliminates  the  possibility  of  mis- 
understanding where  fish  are  canned  by 
one  firm  for  another. 

To  facilitate  administration  of  FDO  44. 
the  amended  order  allows  a  packer  a 
margin  of  tolerance  in  making  deliveries 
to  the  Food  Distribution  Administration 


for  the  Government.  For  example,  in 
making  delivery  of  the  salmon  canned, 
a  packer  may  deliver  not  less  than  54 
percent,  nor  more  than  56  percent.  The 
tolerance  provision  is  retroactive,  and 
applies  to  the  entire  pack  of  all  species, 
including  tuna,  put  up  since  April  1,  1943. 

Under  the  amended  order  the  Food 
Distribution  Administration  continues  to 
be  the  sole  purchasing  agent  for  all 
canned  fish  under  the  reservation  order. 

Canned  fish  reserved  by  the  Food  Dis- 
tribution Administration  for  the  Govern- 
ment are  allocated  for  the  Armed  Serv- 
ices, for  Lend-Lease  and  for  other 
Government  needs.  With  the  present 
reservation  program,  it  is  expected  that 
all  of  the  Government's  requirements  for 
canned  fish  from  the  1943  pack  will  be 
met.

FISH 

Food  Distribution  Order  No.  44  issued 
by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  April 
1,  1943,  as  amended  (8  F.R.  4227,  8797), 
is  further  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  1465.20  Allocation  of  1944  pack  of 
canned  fish — (a)  Definitions.  When 
used  in  this  order,  unless  otherwise  dis- 
tinctly expressed  or  manifestly  incom- 
patible with  the  intent  hereof: 

(1)  The  term  "canner"  means  any 
person  who  is  the  first  owner  of  canned 
fish. 

(2)  The  term  "canned  fish"  means  fish 
which  have  been  packed  in  the  Conti- 
nental United  States  or  in  the  Terri- 
tory of  Alaska  for  commercial  purposes 
in  hermetically  sealed  metal  or  glass  con- 
tainers and  sterilized  in  the  containers 
by  the  use  of  heat. 

(3)  The  term  "person"  means  any  in- 
dividual, partnership,  association,  busi- 
ness trust,  corporation,  or  any  organized 
group  of  persons,  whether  incorporated 
or  not. 

(4)  The  term  "pack"  means  the  total 
amount,  by  net  weight,  of  canned  fish 
of  the  respective  class  of  fish  designated 
in  (b)  (1)  hereof,  packed  during  the 
period  from  March  1,  1944,  to  February 
28,  1945,  inclusive. 

(5)  The  term  "Director"  means  the 
Director  of  Food  Distribution,  War  Food 
Administration. 

(6)  The  term  "governmental  agency" 
means  the  Office  of  Distribution,  War 
Food  Administration,  or  any  other  agency 
or  instrumentality  of  the  United  States 
designated  by  the  Director. 

(7)  The  term  "delivery  to  govern- 
mental agencies"  means  the  transfer  of 
title  of  the  canned  fish  to  any  govern- 
mental agency;  and  such  delivery  may 
be  evidenced  by  execution  of  bill  of 
lading,  receipt,  or  other  document  ac- 
ceptable to  the  Director  or  the  designated 
governmental  agency. 

(b)  Restrictions  on  canners.  (1)  No 
canner  may  deliver  any  part  of  his  pack 
of  any  class  of  the  fish  designated  herein 
packed  by  the  respective  canner  at  any 
time  during  the  period  from  March  1, 
1944,  to  February  28,  1945,  inclusive,  ex- 
cept as  permitted  by  the  provisions  of 
this  order.  The  fish  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  order  are,  by  classes,  as 
follows  : 


Class  1.  Salmon:  Red,  sockeye,  or  blueback 
(Oncorhynchus  nerka). 

Class  2.  Salmon:  Pink  (Oncorhynchus 
gorbuscha) . 

Class  3.  Salmon:  Silver,  silverside,  me- 
dium red,  or  coho  ,  Oncorhynchus  kisutch) . 

Class  4.  Salmon:  King,  chinook  or  spring 
(Oncorhynchus  tschawytscha) . 

Class  5.  Pilchard  (Sardina  caerulea)  by 
whatever  name  known,  including  sardines. 

Class  6.  Atlantic  sea  herring  (Clupea 
harengus)  by  whatever  name  known,  includ- 
ing sardines. 

Class  7.  Atlantic  mackerel  (Scomber  scom- 
brus) . 

Class  8.  Pacific  mackerel  (Pneumator- 
phofus  japonicus  diego)  and  Pacific  horse 
mackerel  (Trachurus  symmetricus) . 

(2)  Sixty  percent  of  each  canner's 
pack  of  canned  fish  of  each  class  num- 
bered 1  to  4,  inclusive,  designated  in  (b) 
(1)  hereof,  and  45  percent  of  each  can- 
ner's pack  of  canned  fish  of  each  class 
numbered  5  to  8,  inclusive,  designated 
in  (b)  (1)  hereof,  is  hereby  established 
as  each  canner's  quota  for  delivery  to 
governmental  agencies  and  no  canner 
may  deliver  to  governmental  agencies  a 
total  quantity  of  his  pack  of  any  such 
class  of  canned  fish  which  is  in  excess 
of  a  quantity  equal  to  such  percentage 
of  his  pack  of  the  respective  class  of 
canned  fish,  plus  60,000  pounds  of  such 
class  of  canned  fish. 

(3)  For  each  60  pounds  of  canned  fish 
of  each  class  numbered  1  to  4,  inclusive, 
designated  in  (b)  (1)  hereof,  which  a 
canner  has  delivered  to  governmental 
agencies  or  for  which  he  has  submitted 
to  a  governmental  agency  a  written 
tender  of  delivery  in  compliance  with  a 
written  contract  between  the  canner  and 
such  governmental  agency,  such  canner 
may  deliver  40  pounds  of  the  same  class 
of  canned  fish  to  persons  other  than 
governmental  agencies:  Provided,  That, 
prior  to  the  time  of  each  such  tender,  the 
canner  has  obtained,  with  respect  to  the 
canned  fish  so  tendered,  an  inspection 
certificate,  issued  by  an  inspection  service 
approved  by  the  governmental  agency  to 
which  the  tender  has  been  made,  which 
indicates  that  the  respective  quantity  of 
canned  fish  so  tendered  meets  all  the 
specifications  set  forth  in  the  said  can- 
ner's contract  for  the  respective  class  of 
canned  fish  so  tendered. 

(4)  For  each  45  pounds  of  canned  fish 
of  each  class  numbered  5  to  8,  inclusive, 
designated  in  (b)  (1)  hereof,  which  a 
canner  has  delivered  to  governmental 
agencies  or  for  which  he  has  submitted 
to  a  governmental  agency  a  written 
tender  of  delivery  in  compliance  with  a 


written  contract  between  the  canner  and 
such  governmental  agency,  such  canner 
may  deliver  55  pounds  of  the  same  class 
of  canned  fish  to  persons  other  than  gov- 
ernmental agencies:  Provided,  That, 
prior  to  the  time  of  each  such  tender, 
the  canner  has  obtained,  with  respect  to 
the  canned  fish  so  tendered,  an  inspec- 
tion certificate,  issued  by  an  inspection 
service  approved  by  the  governmental 
agency  to  which  the  tender  has  been 
made,  which  indicates  that  the  respec- 
tive quantity  of  canned  fish  so  tendered 
meets  all  the  specifications  set  forth  in 
the  said  canner's  contract  for  the  respec- 
tive class  of  canned  fish  so  tendered. 

(5)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
any  food  distribution  regulation,  the 
Office  of  Distribution,  War  Food  Admin- 
istration, is  hereby  allocated  the  quan- 
tities prescribed  in  (b)  (2)  of  this  order, 
and  is  authorized  to  purchase,  for  gov- 
ernmental agencies,  those  quantities, 
designated  as  each  canner's  quota,  and 
such  other  and  further  quantities  as  may 
be  allocated  to  it  from  time  to  time. 

(6)  The  Director  may  issue  specifica- 
tions at  any  time  relative  to  the  packing 
of  the  canned  fish,  the  containers,  con- 
tainer treatment,  can  marking',  labeling, 
boxing,  and  strapping  in  connection 
therewith,  or  he  may  authorize  any  gov- 
ernmental agency  to  issue  such  specifica- 
tions. Each  person  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  order  shall  comply  with 
such  specifications,  issued  by  the  Director 
or  the  governmental  agency  authorized 
by  the  Director  to  issue  such  specifica- 
tions, applicable  to  the  canned  fish  proc- 
essed by  such  person. 

(c)  Inspection  and  grading.  All 
canned  fish  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  order  shall  be  subject  to  inspection 
and  grading  at  any  time  by  the  Director 
or  any  governmental  agency  authorized 
by  the  Director  to  make  such  inspection 
and  grading. 

(d)  Records  and  reports.  (1)  The  Di- 
rector shall  be  entitled  to  obtain  such 
information  from,  and  require  such  re- 
ports and  the  ^keeping  of  such  records 
by,  any  person,  as  may  be  necessary  or 
appropriate,  in  his  discretion,  to  the  en- 
forcement or  administration  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  order. 

(2)  Every  person  subject  to  this  order 
shall,  for  at  least  two  years  (or  for  such 
period  of  time  as  the  Director  may  desig- 
nate) ,  maintain  an  accurate  record  of  his 
transactions  in  canned  fish. 

(-3)  The  record-keeping  requirements 
of  this  order  have  been  approved  by  the 
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Bureau  of  the  Budget  in  accordance  with 
the  Federal  Reports  Act  of  1942.  Subse- 
quent record-keeping  or  reporting  re- 
quirements will  be  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  pursuant  to 
the  Federal  Reports  Act  of  1942. 

(e)  Audits  and  inspections.  The  Di- 
rector shall  be  entitled  to  make  such 
audit  or  inspection  of  the  books,  records, 
and  other  writings,  premises  or  stocks  of 
canned  fish  of  any  person,  and  to  make 
such  investigations,  as  may  be  necessary 
or  appropriate,  in  his  discretion,  to  the 
enforcement  or  administration  of  the 
provisions  of  this  order. 

(f)  Applicability  of  order.  Any  per- 
son doing  business  in  one  or  more  of  the 
48  States,  the  District  of  Columbia,  or 
the  Territory  of  Alaska,  is  subject  to  the 
provisions  hereof,  but  the  provisions 
hereof  shall  not  apply  to  any  person  do- 
ing business  in  any  other  Territory  or 
Possession  of  the  United  States  with  re- 
spect to  such  business. 

■  (g)  Violations.  The  War  Food  Ad- 
ministrator may,  by  suspension  order, 
prohibit  any  person  who  violates  any 
provision  of  this  order  from  receiving, 
making  any  deliveries  of,  or  using  canned 


fish,  or  any  other  material  subject  to  I 
priority  or  allocation  control  by  the  War  j 
Food  Administrator  and  may  recom-  i 
mend  that  any  such  person  be  prohibited 
from  receiving,  making  any  deliveries  of, 
or  using  materials  subject  to  the  priority 
or  allocation  control  of  other  govern- 
ment agencies.   In  addition,  any  per- 
son who  wilfully  violates  any  provision 
of  this  order  is  guilty  of  a  crime  and 
may  be  prosecuted  under  any  and  all 
applicable  laws.   Further,  civil  action 
may  be  instituted  to  enforce  any  liability 
or  duty  created  by,  or  to  enjoin  any  vi- 
olation of,  any  provision  of  this  order. 

(h)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  herewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  and  unrea- 
sonable hardship  on  him  may  apply  in 
writing  for  relief  to  the  Director,  set- 
ting forth  in  such  petition  all  pertinent 
facts  and  the  nature  of  the  relief  sought. 
The  Director  may  thereupon  take  such 
action  as  he  deems  appropriate,  which 
action  shaD  be  final. 

(i)  Communications.  All  reports  re- 
quired to  be  filed  hereunder  and  all  com- 
munications concerning  this  order  shall.

War  Food  Administration, 
Summary  to  FDO  44  Amendment  2. 

Government  War  needs  for  canned 
fish  during  the  1944-45  pack  year  will  be 
slightly  less  than  during  the  current 
pack  year,  the  War  Food  Administration 
has  announced.  Approximately  the 
same  quantity  of  salmon  will  be  required, 
but  less  of  other  types  of  canned  fish  will 
be  needed.  Government  War  needs  in- 
clude those  of  U.  S.  armed  forces,  our 
allies,  other  friendly  nations,  U.  S.  terri- 
tories and  liberated  areas. 

During  the  period  March  1,  1944,  to 
February  28,  1945,  inclusive,  canners  will 
be  required  to  set  aside  for  government 
purchase  60  percent  of  their  pack  of  each 
species  of  salmon,  except  chum  and 
steelhead,  and  45  percent  of  the  pack  of 
pilchards,  Atlantic  sea  herring,  Atlantic 
mackerel  and  Pacific  mackerel.  The 
new  percentages  are  contained  in 
Amendment  2  to  Food  Distribution  Order 


44,  which  restricts  domestic  deliveries  of 
canned  fish. 

A  5  percent  increase  in  the  War  re- 
quirements for  types  of  salmon  other 
than  chum  and  steelheads  brings  total 
war  requirements  for  salmon  during  the 
1944-45  pack  year  to  approximately  the 
quantity  required  in  the  1943-44  pack 
year.  The  governmental  quota  for  other 
types  of  canned  fish  specified  in  the 
Amendment  to  the  order  is  45  percent  of 
the  pack,  or  10  percent  less  than  required 
from  the  1943  pack.  After  March  1,  no 
shrimp  or  tuna  fish  need  be  reserved  for 
government  purchase. 

The  remaining  percentages  of  the  pack 
may  go  to  non-governmental  agencies 
as  soon  as  the  availablity  for  delivery  of 
quota  amounts  reserved  for  government 
needs  has  been  assured. 

During  the  1943-44  pack  year  govern- 
ment agencies  reserved  55  percent  of  all 
salmon  species,  pilchards,  Atlantic  sea 
herring,  Atlantic  mackerel  and  Pacific 
mackerel  and  shrimp  while  the  remain- 


ing amounts  went  to  non-governmental 
agencies. 

The  quota  period  system  has  been 
dropped  under  the  new  amendment.  The 
original  order  authorized  packers  to  get 
their  own  quota  periods  during  which 
the  proper  amounts  were  delivered  to 
governmental  and  non-governmental  re- 
ceivers but  the  order  amendment  pro- 
vides a  means  for  concurrent  deliveries 
of  governmental  and  non-governmental 
quotas. 

The  production  of  canned  fish  during 
the  1944—45  pack  year  is  expected  to  con- 
sist of  5.800,000  cases  of  salmon  and  5,- 
425,000  cases  of  pilchards,  herring  and 
mackerel. 

The  amendment  is  intended  to  reser-e 
3,115,000  cases  of  salmon  and  2.315.000 
cases  of  pilchards,  herring  and  mackerel 
for    government    war    agencies.  The

§  1465.21  Reports  in  connection  with 
restricted  canned  fish — (a)  Definitions. 
When  used  in  this  order,  unless  other- 
wise distinctly  expressed  or  manifestly 
incompatible  with  the  intent  hereof : 

(1)  Each  term  denned  in  Pood  Dis- 
tribution Order  No.  44,  as  amended  (8

Canners  of  fish  must  continue  to  file 
weekly  and  seasonal  reports  during  the 
1944-45  packing  season,  the  War  Food 
Administration  announced. 

Salmon  canners,  however,  are  not  re- 
quired to  report  their  pack  of  chum  and 
steelhead  since  these  species  have  been 


removed  from  government  set-aside  re- 
strictions. Shrimp  canners  also  are  ex- 
cluded from  reporting  requirements. 

Continuation  of  reports  during  the 
packing  season,  March  1,  1944  to  Febru- 
ary 28,  1945,  is  provided  in  an  amend- 
ment to  Director  Food  Distribution  Or- 
der 44-1. 

Each  canner  must  continue  to  report 
each  calendar  week  the  quantity  and 


class  of  fish  packed  by  him.  Such  reports 
must  be  submitted  not  later  than  four 
days  after  the  last  day  of  the  week.  A 
report  at  the  end  of  his  packing  season 
on  the  quantity  and  class  of  fish  he 
packed  is  required  within  15  days  after 
the  last  day  of  the  packing  season. 

All  previous  requirements  for  reports 
under  Director  FDO  44-1  will  remain  in 
effect.

The  maximum  quota  provision 

Summary  To.  5,  under  date  of  November  11,  1943,  contained  a 
statement  intended  to  answer    certain  questions  which  had  arisen 
with  respect  to  the  quota  provisions  of  FDO  44.    A  further  ques- 
tion, not  covered  by  Summary  Ho.  5,  has  to  do  with  the  maximum 
quota  permitted  by  the  order  to  be  delivered  by  canners  to 
governmental  agencies. 

The  order  is  quite  clear  in  providing  that  a  canner  may  not  de- 
liver to  governmental  agencies  any  quantity  in  excess  of  55 
percent  of  his  pack.     Some  canners  had  apparently  lost  sight 
of  this  provision  and  were  submitting  tenders  of  delivery  in 
excess  of  the  maximum  quota.    A  circular  letter  under  date  of 
October  25,  1943,  was  sent  to  all  canners  calling  their  atten- 
tion to  the  maximum  percentage  permitted  to  be  delivered  to 
governmental  agencies  and  to  the  fact  .tha,t  payments  on  contracts 
might  be  jeopardized  by  over  delivery.    Although  this  letter  was 
merely  a  restatement  of  the  provisions  of  the  order,  it  appears 
to  have  been  misunderstood  in  some  quarters  and  interpreted  as 
a  new  provision  limiting  deliveries  and  indicating  that  the  FDA 
did  not  need  all  the  canned  fish  that  is  being  delivered.  This 
interpretation  was  of  course  entirely  false  and  the  purpose  of 
the  circular  letter  was,  as  stated  in  it,  merely  to  prevent 
canners  from  inadvertently  violating  the  order,  causing  a 
possible  delay  in  payments  of  their  contracts,  and  entailing 
additional  work  in  this  office  in  connection  with  petitions 
for  exceptions  and  amendments  to  contracts. 

Some  of  the  smaller  establishments  have  experienced  difficulty 
in  delivering  under  the  maximum  quota.  A  canner' s  pack  may  be 
so  small  that  the  two  percent  leeway  allowed  for  delivery  of  the 
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December  1,  1943 


Government' s  quota  may  "be  less  than  one  carload.    That  is,  if 
he  delivers  the  last  carload  he  will  violate  the  order  "by  over- 
delivery  whereas  if  he  does  not  deliver  it  he  will  have  failed 
to  deliver  his  minimum  quota  thereby  holding  up  his  deliveries 
to  civilians.    Such  a  case  shoxild  "be  made  the  subject  of  a 
petition  for  relief  under  paragraph  (h)  of  the  order. 

Effect  of  FDR  3  and  FDR  2,  Amendment  1,  on  authorizations  under 
FDO  44  '     :  ~~~ 

Some  misunderstanding  has  arisen  with  respect  to  authorizations 
under  which 'ship  chandlers  and  suppliers  of  contract  schools  may 
obtain  canned  fish  from  supplies  designated  by  FDO  44  for  the  use 
of  governmental  agencies.     Such  authorizations  are  issued  under 
paragraph  (6)  of  the  order  and  the  procedure  ™as  briefly  described 
in  Summary  No.  3,  September  13,  1943.    The  issuance  on  October  8, 
1943,  of  FDR  2,  Amendment  1,  and  FDR  3  has  caused  additional 
questions  as  to  the  relation  between  these  orders  and  FDO  44, 

Although  FDO  44  provides  for  the  dedignation  of  governmental 
agencies  other  than  the  FSCC  to  purchase  canned  fish  from  the 
Government's  quota  of  the  canner' s  packs,  it  does  not  provide 
for  directly  authorizing  the  canner  to  make  such  a  sale.  All 
such  authorizations  are  therefore  issued  to  the  purchaser  and 
if  the  canner' s  name  is  known  he  is  advised  of  the  authorization. 

The  authority  of  the  Director  to  make  these  designations  has  been 
extended  to  permit  authorization  directly  to  dealers  who  supply 
vessels  operating  under  the  7ar  Shipping  Administration  or  schools 
under  contract  ^ith  the  Army  or  Navy.    These  authorizations  are 
issued  only  after  approval  by  the  "Tar  Shipping  Administration, 
the  Army,  or  the  Navy,  as  the  case  may  be.    They  are  issued 
directly  to  the  dealers,  who  are  required  to  report  ^hat  dispo- 
sition they  make  of  the  gtfods.    The  canner  who  receives  an  order 
for  the  goods,  if  he  has  not  already  been  advised  of  the  authoriza- 
tion by  the  Administrator,  may  rely  upon  the  statement  of  the  dealer 
or  may  verify  the  authorization  by  communicating  with  the  Adminis- 
trator of  FDO  44.    On  reporting  to  the  Order  Administrator  that  he 
has  made  delivery  under  the  authorization,  the  canner  who  supplies 
the  goods  is  entitled  to  consider  the  delivery  as  a  delivery  to 
governmental  agencies  in  partial  fulfillment  of  his  quota. 

The  above  procedure  has-  been  intended  to  carry  out  the  policy 
stated  in  FDR  2  as  issued  June  4,  1943.    The  issuance  of  the 
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amended  FDR  2  and  of  FDR  3,  both  effective  December  1,  1943,  does 
not  affect  the  procedure  under  FDO  44.    FDR  3  provides  for  the 
licensing  of  ship  suppliers,  with  certain  limitations  on  their 
inventories  of  set-aside,  restricted,  and  designated  foods.  It 
also  provides  that  a  ship  supplier  who  wishes  to  purchase  desig- 
nated foods,  of  which  canned  fish  is  one,  must  first  obtain  author- 
ization from  the  Director  for  the  purchase,  and  attach  to  his 
purchase  order  a  certificate  that  he  has  such  an  authorization. 
This  certificate,  delivered  to  the  canner  with  the  purchase  order, 
is  an  evidence  of  authorization  on  which  the  canner  is  entitled 
to  rely.    It  therefore  simplifies  the  procedure  somewhat  and 
should  insure  prompt  delivery  by  canners  on  receipt  of  orders of 
this  kind. 

FDR  2,  as  amended,  pertains  to  the  sale  of  set-aside  and  restricted 
foods  for  the  use  of  schools  under  contract  with  the  Army  and  Havy. 
It  does  not  apply  to  designated  foods,  however,  and  authorizations 
to  purchase  canned  fish  for  the  use  of  these  schools  will  continue 
to  be  made  as  heretofore,  after  consultation  with  the  Army  or  Navy 
authorities  as  to  the  need  for  such  foods  in  each  instance.    In  this 
connection,  the  armed  services  have  ac-vised  us  that  they  prefer  to 
have  these  schools  purchase  canned  fish  from  army  camps  and  stations 
rather  than  to  issue  special  authorizations  for  purchases  direct 
from  canners.

Completion  of  Deliveries  to  Governmental  Agencies? 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  period  covered  by  FDO  44  ends  February  29, 
1944,  and  a  new  order  will  be  issued  for  the  ensuing  period,  it  is  ad- 
visable that  all  canners  of  fish  and  shellfish  be  encouraged_ to  complete 
their  deliveries  to  governmental  agencies  as  rapidly  as  possible.  As 
a  means  toward  accomplishing  this  purpose,  all  canners  of  shrimp,  sea 
herring,  Atlantic  mackeral,  and  Maine  sardines  were  notified,  during  the 
latter  part  of  January,  of  the  amount  of  their  total  pack,  deliveries  to 
governmental  agencies,  and  the  percentage  of  the  total  pack  which  these 
deliveries  represent. 

However,  the  closing  of  the  period  covered  by  the  present  order  and  the 
institution  of  a  new  order  will  not  relieve  the  canner  of  his  responsi- 
bilities under  FDO-44.  The  present  order  will  continue  in  effect  until 
such  time  as  all  delivery  quotas  have  been  completed,  or  proper  adjust- 
ments have  been  made  for  each  case  of  over-  or  under-delivery. 

Effect  of  Prospective  Changes  in  the  Hew  Order: 

The  fact  that  a  particular  type  of  fish  or  shellfish,  included  under  FDO-44, 
may  be  omitted  from  the  new  order  should  not,  in  any  instance,  be  construed 
to  mean  that  such  an  omission  will  obviate  the  necessity  for  further  com- 
pliance under  FDO-44,  by  canners  of  the  type  of  fish  involved. 

The  amount  of  canned  fish  or  shellfish  reserved  for  use  by  governmental 
agencies  under  FDO-44,  is  no  more  than  sufficient  to  the  demands  placed 
upon  it.    It  will  be  necessary  to  take  immediate  action  against  any  canner 
who  does  not  deliver  his  full  quota  or  propose  an  adjustment  satisfactory 
to  this  administration,  regardless  of  whether  the  type  of  fish  in  question 
is  included  under  the  next  order. 
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Reduction  in  Quota  for  Deliveries  Authorized  Under  ITDR-3: 

Canners  shou'lcfbe  advised  that  the  authorization  to  deliver  a  specific 
quantity  of  canned  fish,  under  the  provisions  of  FDR-3,  does  not  con- 
stitute an  automatic  reduction  in  his  quota.    Actual  delivery  "by  the 
canner  must  be.  confirmed  in  each  instance  before  the  canner  can  be 
credited  With  the  reduction.

Food  Distribution  Order  No.  44,  Amendment  2,  effective  March  1,  1944,  estab- 
lishes quotas  for  canned  fish  packed  in  the  United  States  and  the  Territory 
of  Alaska,  between  March  1,  1944,  and  February  28,  1945,  inclusive. 

This  statement,  .  prepared  for  general  distribution,  is  intended  to  supply 
the  answers  to  many  of  the  questions  raised  by  the  public.     For  additional 
information  write  to  the  Director  of  Food  Distribution,  War  Food  Administra- 
tion, Ymshington  25,   D.  C. ,  or  Regional  Director  of  Food  Distribution,  War 
Food  Administration,  821  Market  Street,  San  Francisco  3,  California,  Ref .

1.       Q.    What  is  the  intent  of  Food  Distribution  Order  No.  44,  Amendment  2, 
issued  February  29,  1944? 


A.     FDO  No.  44,  Amendment  2,  reserves  for  Government  requirements  a 
.specified  percentage  of  certain  canned  fish  packed  during  the 
•period  March  1,  1944,   to  February  28,  1945. 

2.  Q.    Who  is  regarded  as  a  canner? 

A.     The  Order,  as  amended,  defines  canner  as  "the  first  owner  of  canned 
fish."     In  other  words,  if  A  packs  his  own  salmon  and  also  oacks  B's 
salmon  and  C's  salmon,  all  three  are  regarded  as  canners  and  each 
must  tender  for  delivery  to  'governmental  agencie s  before  delivering 
to  the  civilian  trade  in  the  proportions  specified  in  the  Order. 
On  the  other  hand,  if  A  packs  fish  for  B  and  C  but  does  not  pack 
any  fish  for  himself,  only  B  and  C  are  regarded  as  canners. 

3.  Q.     Does  the  Order,  as  amended,  apply  to  all  varieties  of  fish  that  may 

be  canned? 


A.     No.     It  covers  only  the  8  classes  of  canned  fish  which  are  specified 
in  the  Order,  as  amended,  and  which  are  packed  in  the  Territory  of 
Alaska  or  the  Continental  United  States. 

4.      Q.     How  does  Food  Distribution  Order  No.  44,  Amendment  2,  differ  from 
FDO  44,  Amendment  1? 

A.     The  intent  and  restrictions  of  FDO  No.  44,  Amendment  2,  are  basically 
the  same  as  those  of  FDO  No.  44,  Amendment  1.     However,  certain 
changes  have  been  made  which  will  allow  the  canner  to  operate  with 
greater  flexibility.     The  new  amendment  incorporates  the  following 
changes : 
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(a)    Change  in  Quota  Percentage. 

The  minimum  amount  each  class  of  canned  fish  required  for 
delivery  to  governmental  agencies  is  established  at  an  exact 
Dercentage  of  the  total  pack  of  the  respective  class.  How- 
ever,  the  canner  may  deliver  in  excess  of  his  quota  any  amount 
uo  to  a  total  of  60,000  pounds  of  the  respective  class  of 
canned  fish  during  the  period  March  1,  1944,   to  February  23, 
1945. 

(b)  Elimination  of  Cuota  Period  for  Deliveries. 

The  new  Order  allows  the  canner  to  deliver  40  oounds  of  the 
varieties  of  salmon  included  in  classes  1,  2,  3,  and  4,  to 
civilian  trade  for  each  60  pounds  of  the  same  class  as  soon 
as  those  60  pounds  have  been  insnected  and  tendered  for  de- 
livery to  the  Government,  pursuant  to  a  contract,  without 
the  necessity  of  designating  a  particular  period  of  ope  ra- 
tion.    Ke  may  deliver  55  oounds  of  the  varieties  of  fish 
in  classes  5,  6,  7,  and  8,  to  civilian  trade  for  each  45 
Dounds  of  the  same  class  as  soon  as  those  45  pounds  of  fish 
have  been  inspected  and  tender  3d  for  delivery  to  governmental 
agencies  pursuant  to  a  contract. 

5.  Q.    Why  was  the  "Quota  Period  for  Deliveries"  eliminated? 

A.     The  quota  period  for  deliveries  was,  in  certain  instances,  difficult 
to  aoply  to  actual  operations.     The  Drovision  of  the  new  Order 
which  allows  the  ca.nr.er  to  deliver  to  civilian  trade  at  any  time 
an  amount  of  canned  fish  in  a  stated  proportion  to  the  amount 
previously  tendered  for  delivery  to  the  Government,  has  the  same 
final  effect  with  the  advantage  of  being  more  adaptable1  to  various 
methods  of  operation. 

6.  Q.     Is  actual  Dhysical  delivery  of  canned  fish  to  the  Government  re- 

quired prior  to  delivery  to  civilians? 

A.     No.     Canner  may  deliver  to  other  than  governmental  agencies  th.3 
orooortionate  share  provided: 

(a)  There  exists  a  valid  sales  contract  between  cann3r  and  govern- 
mental agency. 

(b)  A  written  tend?r  of  delivery  has  been  submitted  to  the  contract- 
ing governmental  agency. 

(c)  An  inspection  certificate  evidencing  availability  for  delivery 
and  the  lot  tendered  for  delivery  meets  contract  specifications. 

7.  Q.     May  a  canner  deliver  his   entire  cutout  to  the  Government? 

A.     No.     The  Order  definitely  state's  that  the  canner  may  deliver  to 
the  Government  his  quota  of  each  class  plus  not  more  than  a  total 
of  60,000  pounds  in  excess  of  his  quota. 
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8.  Q.     May  the  canner  combine  the  classes  listed  in  the  Order  and  deliver 

to  governmental  agencies  the  stated  oercentage  of  the  combined 
total? 

A.  No. 

9.  Q.     Must  a  canner  deliver  to  the  Government  the  stated  oercentages  of 

each  size  or  type  -of  can  packed  by  him? 

A.     No.  Sizes  or  types  of  cans  containing  the  same  class  of  fish  may  • 
be  combined  for  the  purposes  of  arriving  at  the  Government  quota 
of  any  particular  class  of  fish. 

10.  0.     Is  the  Government  quota  to  be  calculated  on  the  basis  of  cases  or 

cans  ? 

A.     No.     The  Government  quota  is  to  be  calculatjd  on  the  basis  of  net 
weight. 

11.  Q.     v.hat  governmental  agency  or  agencies  may  buy  thi  canned  fish  re- 

served under  the  Order  for  the  Government? 

A.     Office  of  Distribution,  War  Food  Administration,  is  tha  sole  agency 
authorized  to  purchase  for  Government  requirements.     Other  govern- 
mental agencies  may  be  specifically  designated  by  the  Dirictor. 

12.  Q.     If  a  canner  sells  and  delivers  part  of  his  pack  to  a  local  institu- 

tion owned  or  operated  by  the  Federal  Government,  such  as  an  Army 
hospital,  will  that  quantity  be  regarded  as  having  been  sold  and 
delivered  to  the  Government? 

A.     Not  unless  such  governmental  institution  has  been  specifically 
authoriz-ed  by  th-e  Director  of  Food  Distribution. 

13.  0.     Will  the  quota  percentages  stated  in  the  Order  remain  the  same 

throughout  the  year? 

A.    Whether  the  quota  percentages  remain  the  same  or  not  will  depend  on 
many  factors,  such  as  change  in  Government  requirements,   the  run 
of  fish,  etc.  . 

14.  Q.     When  a  tender  of  delivery  has  been  forwarded  to  the  Office  of  Dis- 

tribution is  the  canner  free  to  dispose  of  a  proportionate  amount 
for  civilian  consumption? 

A.     Yes,  provided  that  the  quantity  tendered  has  been  properly  inspected 
and  approved  as  suitable  for  delivery  to  the  Office  of  Distribution. 

15.  Q.     Does  a  canner  need  specific  releases  for  that  parrt  of  his  peck  which 

is  to  go  to  civilian  trade? 

A.     No.     If  a  canner  fulfilled  his  obligations  to  the  Government  as  pre- 
scribed by  the  Order,  he  ne  ;ds  no  specific  authorization  to  dispose 
of  the  civilian  portion  of  his  oack. 
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16.  Q.     If  compliance  with  tha  Order  should  work  exceptional  and  unreasonaole 

hardshiD  on  a  canner,  how  may  he  request  relief? 

A.     He  may  petition  the  Director  for  relief,  as  provided  in  paragraph 
(h)  of  the  Order. 

17.  C.    "Does  FDO  No.  44,  Amendment  2,  relieve  the  canner  from  the  obligations 

applying  under  FDO  44,  Amendment  1? 

A.     No.    Inasmuch  as  P  DO  No.  44,  Amendment  2,  does  not  revoke  P  DO  No.  44, 
Amendment  1,  the  terms  of  the  previous  amendment  are  still  binding 
but  they  apply  only  to  fish  packed  between  April  1,   1943,  and 
February  29,  1944,  inclusive. 

18.  Q.     Do  canners  have  to  report  their  pack  we  ekly,  as  previously? 

A.     Yes.     Under  Director's  Order  FDO-44-1,  Amendment  2,  packers  must 
report  their  weekly  pack  on  Form  FDO-44-1   (Revised  3-1-44). 

19.  Q.     In  whose  name  shall  the  pack  reports  be  made  out? 

A.     In  the  name  of  the  canner,  that  is,   in  the  name  of  the  first  owner 
of  the  canned  fish. 

20.  Q.     Do  canners  have  to  report  during  the  entire  period  covered  by 

FDO  No.  44,  Amendment  2,  that  is,  from  March  1,  1944,  to  February  28, 
1945? 


A.     If  a  canner  commenced  packing  on  June  1,   1944,  and  finished  packing 
on  October  31,   1944,  he  should  report  during  that  period  only  and 
not  during  the  entire  period  covered  by  the  Ordir.     In  other  words, 
he  is  required  to  report  during  his  packing  season  only. 

21.  C.     Should  a  canner  file  a  pack  report  for  weeks  during  which  he  does 

not  pack  any  fish? 

A.     Yes.     Vvhen  a  canner  starts  packing  and  filing  weekly  pack  reports, 
he  must  continue  to  do  so  during  his  entire  packing  season  even 
though  he  may  not  pack  fish  during  a  particular  week.  However, 
after  a  packer  finishes  his  packing  season  and  files  the  finel 
report,  he  is  no  longer  obliged  to  file  weakly  reports. 

22.  Q.     Does  a  canner  have  to  report  his  pock  by  classes? 
A.  Yes. 

23.  n.     Is  a  canner  required  to  reoort  every  variety  of  fish  canned  in  his 

plant  or  plants? 

a.     No.     A  canner  should  report  only  those  classes  of  canned  fish  which 
are  designated  in  paragraph  (b  )  of  FDO-44,  Amendment  2.
